HE CONSPIRACY IN CANADA. 
Tho conspiracy in Canado, of which we gave 
ample detaila in yesterday's Cnnowione, appears 


to have hada double purpose—the liberation of 


the robel prisoners confined on Johnston's Island 
and a raid upon tho prosperous cities on the 
southern shore of Lake Erie, To tho honorable 
feeling of tho Governor-Goneral of Canada we 
owe mainly the prevention of the success of this 
grand rebel scheme. It is just possible that the 
success of our Government in hitherto keeping 
tho rebellion coofined to the section of the. conn- 
try where it origionted has mado the Federal aa- 
thorities less mind(ul thon was pradent respecting: 
the exposed portion of the loyal tarritory, esnecialle 
With respect to Lake Brio, however, it must bo 
remembered that this Goveroment is restrained 
by treaty stipulations from keoping any naval 
force upon thoso watere, beyond what is necessary 
for the collection of revenue. Nor, though events 
have shown tbat an attack apon our conste was 
possiblo, frum that direction wos such o move- 
ment naturally to bo anticipated, secing that a 
friendly Power occupied the opposite shore of the 
loke, Tadeed, the confidence thas reposed in the 
Canadian authorities hos been juatified by the 
ovent, And the whole country will giro our 
Government credit for promptitude of action the 
moment on inkling of the danger reached thom. 
Giill, it is not well to forget the eafe maxim 
thot “prevention is better than cure ;”” ond ns our, 
lake cities ore tempting prizes, and as tho rebels 
are now desperate enough to enter upon any plot 
that would give thom temporary advantage, or 
even momentary ¢claf, it is to be hoped that the 
Government will take the most effectual means 
to prevent any such disaster as tho country has 
so narrowly escaped. Even tho most friendly 
government might be deceived by these plotters. 
We aro sore that tho Canadian outhorities will not 
knowingly permit any expedition to leave their 
ports with hostile intent towarda the United States, 
But men who plot in secret may devisa plausible 
sabterfages that will deceive those not cogni- 
zaut of their veiled purposes, The enemies 
of our country who have fled to Consdn 
to escape the penalty of their crimes will 
not be over scrapnlous either about the means 
they employ for our injury, or the ingrati- 
tude they show to the country that gives them

A-moro thoroogbly practical solution of the 
whole slavery question conld scarcely have 
been supplicd under any circumstances. The 
trath is becoming daily more and more apparent 
that the atlachment of the slaveholder fo the in 
stitution of slavery arises lee from its pecuniary 
profit than from the political and social status tt 
gives him. Dende the institation of its political 
power and of its despolic or aristocratic ndjuncte, 
‘and moke it simply a question of dollars and cents, 
of profit and loss, and the charm of slaveholding 
ceases for ever. Thon yourslsyeholder is the first 
man to employ free Inbor, and, looking to pecuniary 
profit alone, be is prompt to “send to Germany |’ 
or nvywhoro clso for ship-londs of freo Inborers. 
Nor is it surprising that in tho first stage of the 
change ho shonld prefer white freo Inborere. It 
cannot be pleasant to him to employ os freomen 
those whom he once held os slaves, and who, 
thongh they once trembled nt his frown, now have 
no respect for his outhority farther than it ia ex- 
ercigod) not of more caprice as formerly, but 
under Tawa thot protect them ns well no 
him. That feeling, however, will give way 
with the march of time, Events aro prov: 
ing thnt the freed negro, co far from be- 
ing tho thriftless, idle man the proslavery sd- 
yocates affirm that he is, will work cheerfully 
and industriously the moment be kaowa that bo 
will be paid wnges for, and in proportion to, the 
work he does, The strong probability, the moral 
certainty, is that wherever the Gulf States ara 
open to freo African Joborers, thither will they 
migrate, not to the exclusive occupation of those 
fields of toil, for, labor being no longer disgrate- 
fal where slavery has been abolished, white 
laborers will turn their attention fo the samo 
fields, ond there will be o generous competition 
between the two races in developing by industry 
the wonderful resources of those sectiovs of our 
continent, And thus will the South achieve a 
greatness and an influence tbat it has gradually 
but vniformly receded from because of its adho- 


Tn the Border States it is more than probable 
that white free Inbor will almost entirely super- 
cede negro freo Inbor.
